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Attachment to Advisory Action 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion or motivation to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining 
or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 
5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) md In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, one of ordinary skill in the art would find it to be obvious to combine the 
teachings of Utoh and Akatsuchi for the following motivation: that both are performing the 
same art recognized equivalent purpose, e.g. to place components on a printed circuit board. See 
MPEP § 2144.06. Both are also solving the very same problems associated with placing 
components on a printed circuit board. 

For instance, Utoh includes a transport device for transporting circuit boards in a Y- 
direction (i.e. direction perpendicular to the drivable direction of the Y-slide (e.g. 1)). However, 
Akatsuchi shows that a transport device can transport circuit boards in a X-direction (i.e. the 
same direction as the drivable direction of the Y-slide (e.g. 8b)). The differences between the 
directions of the transport devices of Utoh and Akatsuchi would be obvious (either in a 
perpendicular, or parallel direction, relative to the drivable direction of the Y-slide) to achieve 
the same purpose of placing components on a circuit board. 

With respect to Claim 2, the feature of at least one Y-slide having two placement heads 
was relied upon in Utoh. Akatuschi was relied upon to merely show that one can have more than 
one Y-slide (e.g. 2 Y-slides). Modifying the structure of Utoh by adding another Y-slide, which

is taught by Akatsuchi, where the second Y-slide would have two placement heads, which is 
already taught by Utoh, would again, be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to achieve the 
very same purpose of placing components on a printed circuit board. 

Accordingly, the examiner maintains the previous rejections of Utoh and Akatsuchi.
